COAL SCARCE 


Big Potteries in Trenton 


Forced to Close Down 


in Consequence. 


THE BITUMINOUS FUEL 


Is Popular With Eastern Firms 


and Is in Big De­ 


mand.’

Trenton, N. J.. December 12.—Soft 
coal is so scarce in Trenton that two 
of the largest general ware potteries 


have been forced to shut down the! 
kiln departments. 
The plants that are 
now idle are the Etruria and East 
Trenton potteries. 
Half a dozen other 
potteries are short of coal but as a 
supply is expected in a few days it 
Is not likely that there will be a gen 
eral coal famine. 
Tho present scarcity of soft coal it 
attributed to the inability of the rail 
roads to make shipments. 
One of th* 
leading manufacturers said yesterday 
that h(> had placed orders for soft cot 
six weeks ago but up to this time he 
had received but one car. 
Most of tho 
local potteries are firing their kilns 
with bituminous coal. 
During the big 
oal strike last winter when It was an 
utter impossibility to obtain sufficient 
anthracite to operate the 
potteries, 
many of them had th“ir kilns remod 
eled and since then have been burn 
ing soft coal. 
The manufacturers have found that 
hey can turn out just as good waro 
with soft coal as they can from an 
hraeite and at less expense. 
It is 
hardly possible that any of the potter­ 
ies will ever go back again to using 
hard coal exclusively. 
The man it file- 
terers of this city have filed com­ 
plaints with the 
Philadelphia 
and 
Reading and Pennsylvania railroads 
that the yard facilities in this city 
are not sufficient and this condition 
is also held as being largely respon­ 
sible for the shortage In coal. 
Most 
of the soft coal used by Trenton pot 
tories comes from George Creek, Pa , 
and usually orders are placed and de­ 
livered in four or five days. 
Soft 
coal is selling delivered, from $3 to 
$3.25 a ton. 
There has been a slump 
in the coal market during the past 
four or five weeks and

Em issary of Hamilton Dies Deserved 
Death in Ignoble Cause. 
[Copyright 190'lby American Prows Asaooiation] 
Baring the days of the Revolution­ 
ary war, when attention was princi­ 
pally directed to Washington and bis 
ragged army east of the mountains, 
there were plenty of thrilling occur­ 
rences on the Ohio frontier and in 
what were known as the “black set­ 
tlements” of Pennsylvania. 
Here life 
was more strenuous and dangers more 
numerous than in the east. 
In this 
region the British agents were doing 
everything in their power to induce 
the frontier Indians to harass the 
American settlers, and they seemed 
to think that war m ade on isolated 
settlements and on helpless women 
and children by means of merciless 
savages was an achievement of which 
to be legitimately proud. 
In truth 
they made a record in those awful 
years which in this day, to say the 
least, does not at all read well. 
The British commander at Detroit, 
Governor Hamilton, was the leading 
genius in the harassing warfare which 
was carried on by the Indians in Ohio. 
West Virginia and Western Pennsyl­ 
vania Ile sent out emissaries to stir up 
the redskins, and sometimes led them 
in 
person. 
A 
poor 
business 
for 
a white man, but there w'ere such mer! 
then, as there probably would be now 
under similar conditions. 
These Brit­ 
ish agents not only led in attacks on 
the white settlers, but they also strove 
to seduce the settlers from their ad­ 
herence to the American cause, offer­ 
ing many inducements to all who 
would become Tories. 
In the autumn of 1777 a tragic inci­ 
dent occurred in tho Blacklick region 
of Pennsylvania, not far from the pres­ 
ent town of Blairsville. 
In that see- j 
Bon was a fortifier! settler’s home, 
which was something in the nature of 
a backwoods 
blockhouse. 
It 
was 
called Fort Wallace and had a palisad­ 
ed enclosure of about half an acre. 
It 
was in the old Derry settlement por­ 
tion of Westmoreland county, between 
the old Forbes road and tho Cone­ 
maugh river. 
This fort was sharply at­ 
tacked in November, the Indians hid­ 
den in the forest on one side of the fort 
keeping up a heavy rifle fire. 
While 
this was going on a white man was 
seen to emerge from the woods on 
the opposite side of the structure and 
approach the fort, wading up the tail- 
race of W allaces mill. 
In his hand 
he carried a red flag, which he waved. 
When he came within range the gar­ 
rison front ii rsrnen never stopped to 
find out his errand, hut he fell deal 
with seven halls through his body. 
After the fight he was picked up. 
In a hag suspended about his neck he 
had copies of Governor Hamilton’s 
proclamation offering rewards to any 
persons who would desert the Ameri­ 
can cause. 
Two of the death dealing 
bullets iiad pierced the hag and its 
contents 
it seemed evident that the 
unfortunate man was one of Hamil­ 
ton’s secret agents, though what his 
purpose war in approaching the fort 
at such a time has always remained 
undiscovered 
It may have been that 
lie really desired honorable admission 
to th" enclosure, though if this was 
the case he was singularly unhappy in 
his choice cf a flag under which to ap­ 
proach ti hostile fort.

Death in Ignoble Cause.

Bering the days of the Revolution­ 
ary war, when attention was princi­ 
pally directed to Washington and his 
ragged army east of tho mountains, 
there were plenty of thrilling occur­ 
rences on the Ohio frontier and in 
what were known as the “black set­ 
tlements” of Pennsylvania. 
Here life 
was more strenuous and dangers more 
numerous than in the east. 
In this 
region tho British agents were doing 
everything in their power to induce 
the frontier Indians to harass the 
American settlers, and they seemed 
to think that war mad©1 on isolated 
settlements and on helpless women 
and children by means of merciless 
savages was an achievement of which 
to he legitimately proud. 
In truth 
they made a record in those awful 
years which in this day, to say the 
least, does not at all read well. 
The British commander at Detroit, 
Governor Hamilton, was the leading 
genius in the harassing warfare which 
was carried on by the Indians in Ohio, 
West Virginia and Western Pennsyl­ 
vania. He sent out emissaries to stir up 
the redskins, and sometimes led them 
in 
person. 
A 
poor 
business 
for 
a white man, but thero were such men 
then, as there probably would be now 
under similar conditions. 
These Brit­ 
ish agents not only led in attacks on 
the white settlers, but they also strove 
o seduce tho settlers from their ad­ 
herence to the American cause', offer­ 
ing many inducements to all who 
would become Tories. 
In the autumn of 1777 a tragic inci­ 
dent occurred in (lie Blacklick region 
of Pennsylvania, not far from tho pres­ 
ent town of Blairsville.

This fort wan sharply at­ 
tacked in November, the Indians hid­ 
den in the forest on one side of the fort 
keeping up a heavy rifle fire. 
Whip' 
this was going on a white man wai 
seen to emerge from the woods on 
the opposite side of the structure and 
approach the fort, wading up the tail- 
race of Wallace’s mill. 
In his hand 
he carried a red flag, which he waved. 
When he came within range the gar­ 
rison frontiersmen never stopped to 
find out his errand, but he fell dead 
with seven halls through his body. 
After the fight he was picked up. 
In a bag suspended about his neck he 
had copies of Governor H amilton’s 
proclamation offering rewards to any 
persons who would desert the Ameri­ 
can cause. 
Two of the death-dealing 
bullets had pierced the hag and its 
contents 
it seemed evident that the 
unfortunate man was one of Hamil 
ton’s secret agents, though what his 
purpose was in approaching the fort 
at such a time has always remained 
undiscovered. 
It may have been that 
he really desired honorable admission 
to th ” enclosure, though if this was 
the ease he was singularly unhappy in 
his choice cf a flag under which to ap­ 
proach a hostile fort.

Cleveland Physician Investigates Sit* 
uation in Stricken City. 
Cleveland, Dec. 12.--Dr. Friedrich, 
head of the health department of this 
city, has returned from Butler, Pa., 
where he made an investigation In 
connection with the typhoid fever epf 
demie in that city. 
As a result of his 
observations. Dr. Friedrich will ask 
the Cleveland chamber of commerce 
to promptly raise a sum for the aid of 
the stricken city.

The best modern 
conceptions In this class of Juvenile 
fiction delicately aud subtly carry a 
lesson while preserving the enchant­ 
ment of tbe old time un lessoned tale. 
A particularly charm ing example of 
the modern development of the fairy 
story is K atherine Pyle’s “Counter- 
paue Fairy.” 
Like the old standards 
In children’s literature and like, among 
many, the books of Mary Mapes Dodge, 
this dear little story reveals its excel­ 
lence to the m ature as well as to the 
child mind. 
It is not necessary th a t every story 
for a child should embody a lesson. 
W hat Is necessary is th at if it attem pts 
to convey a lesson It should be a true 
one; th at it should aid In giving the 
child the proper Idea of his relation to 
those about bim. 
Best Is the lesson taught through the 
action of the story, so unobtrusively 
th at the little reader will be unaw are 
th at he is receiving Instruction. 
A 
child may be merely Im patient of ser­ 
monizing In a story, but an attem pt to 
Instruct under pretense of entertain­ 
ing him arouses ills resentment. 
Above all thiugs, a child values sin­ 
cerity, and the story th at holds aud 
Influences him m ust either do all Its 
teaching by the simple course of its 
events or m ust p la in t declare Its les­ 
son. 
Mrs. Ew ing in her winsome stories 
loses none of her little readers’ inter­ 
est by ber frank avowal of a lesson. 
So sym pathetic is her a rt th a t the 
child feels she Is talking from his point 
of view instead of forcing upon him 
an arbitrary standpoint. 
Such w riting 
shows a rare insight into child nature. 
Sorely It is the “preaching” alone in 
Miss Edgew orth’s stories which have 
made them unfashionable.
